KLM, HE SHOULD ALSO REQUEST THAT ROUND-TRIP NEW YORK- 
WASHINGTON RESERVATIONS BE SECURED SIMULTANEOUSLY BY KLM. 
U.S. WOULD COVER COST OF THREE ROUND-TRIP AIR TICKETS NEW 
YORK- WASHINGTON. EMBASSY SHOULD ADVISE US OF FLIGHT 
NUMBERS. DATES AND COSTS. WE WILL WORK WITH AID TO SEE IF

2. WE WILL ALSO ENDEAVOR TO GET PER DIEM FUNDING AUTHORIZA- 
TION TO YOU IF AT ALL POSSIBLE PRIOR TO THEIR DEPARTURE. 

WE BELIEVE EXCEPTIONAL PER DIEM SHOULD BE PROVIDED IN VIEW 
OF MINISTERIAL RANK OF VAN AGT AND CONCLUDE SAME AMOUNT 
SHOULD PROBABLY BE OFFERED TWO ASSISTANTS, AND THAT PER DIEM 
SHOULD COVER PERIOD OF STAY IN U.S. FROM JANUARY 6 TO JANU- 
ARY 15 OR NINE DAYS, SUBJECT TO EMBASSY VIEWS. SPECIAL 
INTER-AGENCY COMMITTEE APPROVAL IS REQUIRED FOR EXCEPTIONAL
